TIIE COMET. 

The comet whieh is now vieible in the north-west region. of the 
heavens n thort time after sunset, was. fir-t discovered on the 2d of 
last June, by Prof. Donutil, in Florence, lily. It was nl«o discovered 
hy Henry M. Parkhurst, Esya of Perth Amboy, New Jersey, June 29 
A very striking characteristic of this comet was, when frat discovered, 
its evxtramely elow motion. The greut distance of the comet, andl the 
direction of its motion, ns seen from the earth, combined to render its 
Apparent geocentric motion very £moll.. [n consequence of it« alow- 
ness of motion, Its perlod of visibility will be very preat, [t hes al 
rendy been visible through. a telescope nearly two inontlis and a hall; 
anl h Will probably remain In sight for a considerable length of time 
yet. The bead, or afar of the comel, appears about equal to artar ol 
the second magnitude : and ns It has not yet reached. the perihelion 
(that point nearest to the sun, of its orbit, it will yet he considerably 
brighter, and presenta eplendid appearance lts toil, as viewed with a 
xmnl] tele cope magnifying about cight times, wa« about four or five 
degs, in length on Sunday evening, the 12th. of September, It isa

be made to convey something like what was rail in the Lyceum, 

In looking over the report in the Serarvar TeLgokArH of the 26th 
of August, be found himself reported by Dr. Hallock ns having n apir- 
itual gift that he prized greatly for the reason that, in addition to the 
element of iafallibility, it enabled himn to communicate in ting of war. 

Now [tts well known that American citizens of bis uge have had no 
opportunity of engaging in any other than dlibueter wars, euch us in 
Nicaragua and Mexico, and the readers of the TrEtraonari have a good 
right to infer that he was engnged in one or the other of those murder- 
ous forays. 

Me would thank the reporters to ray that he had never heen a fili- 
buster, Dr. I's report to. the contrary, notwithstanding—he having 
merely sald on the occasion ulluded to that lie was in possession of a 
gift that he believed would enable him to communicate with Spirits on 
a battlefield mid the roar of cannon and the rattle of murketry. 
He thinks about three-fourths of his remarks that evening were cor- 
rectly reported, but tlie other fourth contained egotistical and silly re- 
marks that he did not utter, Ho aleo wiehed to say, as one of the 
Christian Spiritualists of this cily, that he hoped that Spiritualists in 
other places would suspend. their opinion of the views held by us until 
we have a fair opportunity of preeenting them tn more correct re- 
porta of tho sume, our platform heretofore having been really free only | 
to those who endorsed certain favorite theories, including some crazy 
people who were on their way, or ought to have been, to their revera) 
and respective lunatic asylums. He, however, took pleasure in saying 
that the platform was becoming more freo, and the reports more impar- 
tisl of Inte. In alluding to the reports, he did not include those of 
Merrs Orton or Coler, which, eo far as he knew were impartial, and 
in the main correct ; nor did he wish to he understood as imputivg any 
blame to Dr. Hallock for the renson that the Dr "s theology teaches that 
all-wrong doing ia the result of ignorance or mistake, and bence if his 
practice corresponds with his prenching. we are bound to infer that bis 
im: erfeet reports ure owing to a lack of educution, or may be a defect 
in his formation or reformation. 

The question, What Is evidence that Spirits do communicate ? was 
submitted by Dr. Gray, who sald : According to his judgment, not any- 
thing that ean be ascribed to human beings in tbe body, should be re 
lied upon a: evidence of the Independent existence. of Spirits, He 
thinks this rule &^M-evident. The rolid proof of Spirit-exi«teuce be- 
Joni the grave must be ont«ide of the capacity of the enrth-life. His 
object In asking the co-operali Spiritui dated i 
of this obvious rule is, to rave the gacr ngs of Spiritualism from 
the follies enacted In its name. 

Mr. Bessixa said : The prominent value of modern Spiritualiem (80 
called), a« he understands it, is, that it establishes tho great truth of 
imwortality og a fact of personal knowledge, which, in its practical 
effect, is a very different thing from ils acceptance as a matter of mere 
faith, There facts, to have due weight, must be witnessed personally; 
they are not to be Jenrned from cach other. In commencing an inve« 
tigation, it ia well for the inquirer to consider whether or not Spirits 
have ever communicated. When he turns to bls Bible, he finds in it 
perpetual aMirmation of the fact of Spirit-intercourse, Were ja n baris 
of history by which he may compare the things of his own experience 
with the facta and experience of other inen and past ages, The rule he 
bas marked out for himself, is, never to take anything on trust. After 
t series of investigations, which finally put the f.ct beyond. all perad- 
venture in hiv wind, the nex! queetion with him was, Aro copimunicn- 
tions coming from Spirits reliable? Here he found himself in trouble. 
He got about as much error as truth, which has convinced bim that 
they are not ; aud be is glad of it, for the renson that ft saves us from 
the folly of authoritarinni+m, nnd leaves the indI ridunl to the salutary 
discipline of normal growth. 

Mr. Partumor raid: In considering the question beforo us, it is 
proper, in the frst placo, to define what is meant by the term Spirit- 
manifestallon, By some, it ix contended that ve. aro. Spirits, manifest. 
Ing while in the body. le does not deny that this [8 80: nor does he 
object, in this connection, to the doctrine that one pereon in tbe body 
may {Influence another; but these are not what ho means by Splrit- 
manifestations, Tho Inquiry is, What is the evidence that Spirits who 
once lived in the body still exist and communicate with us? The facts 
which have doue the work for him are, fret, raps, which could not he 
wecribed to any human being In tbe body, either directly or indirectly, 
there rapa being Intelligent responses. to questions. Second. The 
movement of ponderahle bodies without the known adequate physical 
means. Dut there are not wholly conclusive. Third. Whon the cause 
bas hen Inquired for, the invarinble answer is, i are Spirite. But this 
Is not nl olitt« proof; itis the (hing rather to be proved, These farts, 
taken together ; that is (o ray, rape conveying Intelligence, the move- 
ment of heavy objecta, and the universal olaim on the part of the 
intel gence producing the phonoinen i, that it is Spirits who do tbese 
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thingy, certainly potnt in the direction of #ub-tanttil proof, Dut this | 
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c lude the possibility of ita having been done by a peor-ou in the body. 
Thee writlugs are in haman langasge, which is pre-umptive evidence 
thot they originated with human beings, though the authore were In- 
visible, Next In order ir the epesking In nudible voices, Then cones 
seeing with the nitural eyes, of the whole or pute of bunan form» not 
belonging to individuals In the beady. Ife doa not allude to grycho- 
logical or trance acelng ; were it thal a'one, it would not be evidence 
to his mind ; but of seclng, ae he now see: the audience before him, 
and of bearing, ax we hear each other when speaking, which facis ure 
well known, having been witnessed by thousauda Now, when we col. 
late these facta, and give to cach ite due weight, from thelr combined 
evidence, we may say of Spiritaullen. that it fs at well extabli»bed n^ 
any other eubject cognizable by the senses, or amenable to buman 
reavon, [tis maid by some, that Spiritualism i- notbing buf prycholugy; 
but how Í« n man to psychologiza another with that of which he in 
wholly ignorant himself? How is it possible for one who never heard 
(hat Spirits rap, eten, to induce the paychological Weiicf in anoth r 
that they do’ A man mwt fit huve a fact before he can use it citber 
psychologically or in any other say. The truth ir, whea we come to 
sum up the wonderful varlety of facts upon this eulgect within our 
knowledge, there is no escape from the couclusion that human beings 
divested of the earth-body exist and communicate with us, Added to 
our own experleace, also, are the fucts of history, which ure not with- 
out their significance to the student of Spirituallsm. "Phe Spirituallat, 
be it remenibered, hoa had no mere superficial task in the collection of 
his cabinet of fact: which constitute the evidence: of iramortality. He 
has had far other work than the easy exercice of an indolent or unrea- 
soning faith he has conte-ted every step, and bas been driven at last 
to acceptance of the truth of fminortaiity, from the necer-ity of sheer 
inability to withstand its facta. 

Dr. Gray aid: The insaMency in the items of evidence teken eja- 
ralely, as alluded to by Mr. Partridge, may be helped by the reflection 
that there are but. two kinds of wisdom known to u«-- tho Divine and 
the Human. By wisdom. he means an adaptation of means to endr, 
frou a knowledge of relations. So fur as we know, this wisdoin belongs 
exclu-ively to the Divine and Human planes, [tin supposed hy some, 
that there Is yet a third plane of wisdom; to wit, the angelic and de- 
montae, but this latter plane reste npon no evidence that he is aware 
of, and benee should be excluded for want of proof. The other two are 
clearly manifest ; that In to say, we call that Divine wisdom which is 
exhibited in creation, It transcends the human. No human beiug can 
construct a molecule, or prescribe the path of n comet. 

Now we know, tbat the spirit manifestations exhibit wisdom, or an 
nn adaptation of means to ends, on the Auman plime; hence the intelli- 
gent use of the raps, proves the existence of an intelligent spirit. Noth- 
ing below the human ia adequate to the solution of tbe fact, aud no intel- 
ligence above the human is n&enars to its explauution ; therefore, itg 
ascription to (be buman plane manifesting from above the carth-life, ia 
n rational necessity. Indeed we need not go beyond the raps, to con: 
found the philosophy and &íence of the whole world. The philosopher 
has no coneistent ground from which to attack Spiritualism, until he 

as fret volved (haf problem. It will be time enough fur bita to eurich 
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miades on the evil tezdeucy of Spirituali-m, when he bas demonstrated 
tbe mundane origin of this single pheaomenon, among tbe wyriads of 
others of daily occurrence in epíritual manife tation. 

Dr. Gouen expressed himself at loss how to proceed. Mr. Benning 
takes the inside truck, sad makes the evidence of Spirituali-ta an inter- 
nal work ; but that is comiug on Christiau ground, which is not adinis- 
Bible in the New York Conlerence, He is altogether Inclined to Mr 
Benning’s view, that the evidence of Spirituulism is within ourselves, 
He considers in-ide feeling to be more relinble than outside manifesta- 
tion. He will not euy that the latter lias done no good. bat there is u 
wide margin for deception in that dir: ction which does not obtain with 
the interior method. The doctor recited an instance of deception on 
tbo authority of Mr. Coles, aud then subsided iuto bis weekly lamenta- 
tlon over the partial freedom and all pervading intidelity of the New 
York Conference, In the midst of which. be bad un impressive and 
highly interesting internal wanifertation from the very exalted spirit 
of—orrosrrtoN— to the lugging of his stereotyped indictment of futidel- 
ity with respect to dogmatic faith, into the eclentifio discussion of a 
question of fact, nnd -uddealy took his seat, apparently. under “ «rom 
influence" 

Mr. Beswixa thought Dr. Gould had misapprobended bhim. The idea 
he meant to convey was, that the external manifestations rouet nildrews 
themselves to each Individual, As in bis own case, be could not bavo 
aceepted them as evidence on the testimony of another, so of all. They 
must speak to the personal experience of each. Thie is what he means 
by nn internal conviction of the truths of Spiritualism.

We were glad to hear Mrs. Branch explain her remarks and 
position on the marriage question, but the report farnished hy 
the Convention published in this paper docs not do justice to 
Mrs. B.'s explanation as we understood her ; whieh was, in. sul- 
stance, that she believed and advocated /rue marriage of one man 
to one woman, but objected to the deception used, and frequent 
haste, in making such contracts, and to holding the parties, 
against their wills, to such fraudulent and unwise contracts 
through life: aud further, that she was at war only with the 
abuses of the marriage relation. If we have not rightly under- 
stood her, we hope she will correct us, and clearly state what she 
docs menn ; and if we have so understood her, we must think it 
unfortunate that she has not been better understood by others. 
The sensitiveness manifested by the Press on the marriage 
question goes far to. confirm the worst features of the case as 
presented by Mrs. Branch. But we trust it is what Mr. Wright 
calls "pious Buncomb "—a comparatively harmless specula- 
tien in the direction of virtue. We trust its conductors are 
really not so corrupt as their pretentious sensitiveness and un- 
warrantahle interpretations and = misrepre-entations indicate.

We think a very hopefal beginning in reform has been com- 
menced.

SHAM AIL IN PURSUIT op Freevow ; on me Branpep Hasn. Translated 
from tho original Showinh, and edited by an American citizen. 
New York, Thatcher & Hutchinson: Pp. 599. 


The plan and design of this work of fiction are somewhat 
singular. The hero, Shalunah, is of the ancient tribe of the 
Kabyles, a people who inhabit the mountainous regions of Al- 
gier, aud who amid the revolutions that have overrun and sub- 
dued the surrounding countries, have always remained uncon- 
quered, and preserved their freedom and comparative independ- 
ence. Of a noble house, and of superior natural endowments, 
Shahmah was stolen from his parents when only six years old, 
and sold into slavery ; but purchasing his freedom when still a 
boy, he returned to his own country, with some knowledge of the 
world, with a passionate love of Freedom and the pursuit of genc- 
ral information. Through the friendship and assistance of a 
worthy Jew of the city of Algiers, with whom, in the course 
ef his mannal employments, he had formed uu intimate acquaint- 
ance, he was, with his brother, enabled to enter the Kabyle 
College in that city, where he acquired the rudiments of his fu- 
ture mental culture. Subsequent years of study and intercourse 
with mankind, gave Shahmah a strong desire to study the institu- 
tions of this country, concerning which he had conceived the 
most glowing ideal from the fond representations of those en- 
thosiastic Americans with whom he had come in contact. He 
accordingly resolved to visit this country, and obtain a free pas- 
sage on board of an American ship of the line, bound from Al- 
gies to New Orleans. His brother, being prevented from ac- 
companying him only by severe domestic affliction, remained at 
home, and to him Shahmah is supposed to address the resulta of 
his observations and reflections on American society in the sc- 
ne of letters which compose this book. 

This plan, it will be perceived, affords facilities to the writer, 
inthe general form of narrative, and from a supposed stand- 
point of no unfavorable prejudices, to work in any observations 
aod criticisms on the institutions of ocr country, and to exhibit 
the general lights, shades, gossippings, virtues and foibles of 
American society, This is done with that casy aud natural 
diction, and BUE eal veaa at pi TT inia 
mixtare of exacting incident, which oubtless secure for the 
work its full share of appreciating readers. Portions of the 
book have something of an Uncle-Tom's-Cabin-ish aspect, and 
in an apparently ely and quiet way, the nature and practical 
workings of tho '* peculiar Institution” are bodied forth in lights 
which are anything but heavenly. Shahmah, in short, finds 
many things in the institutions, customs, virtues, vices religion 
and hypocricies of this country, which greatly surprise him ; and 
his naive remarks upon then in his familiar epistles to his hro- 
ther are sometimes refreshing aud amusing to a no small degree.

Nations and tribe of all ngen nnd climes honored the dea 
by ceremonies sud obeereanccs, the refinement or rudenaw of 
which may be considered uz a fair indication of their advance 
ment in religion and civilization, Thaw ceremonies and olsery- 
ances consisted in embalminy, intrinent, burning, sepalcbral 
uwnumenta, and moaning. Eighteen centuries before Christ, 
Abraham purchased of Ephron the cave of Macpelah, where lie 
buried Sarah : Gen. 22 : 19 ; aud 25 : 8. Sixteen hundred 
and eighty-nine years before Christ, Joseph carried Jacob from 
Egypt to Canaan, and buried him in the eame cave; Gen. 
50:3, “So Uzziah slept with his fathers, und they buried 
him with his fatbers, in the field of the burial which belonged to 
the kings,” etc. : Chron. 26 : 23. “Theo took. they the body 
of Jesus, «nd wound it in linen elothes with the apices, as the 
manner of the Jews is to bury :” Jobu 19 : 40. 

Herodotus (b. 2, c. 180) gives a minute account of the mole 
of embalming of the ancient. Egyptians. [t consisted in extract 
ing from the dead body all the viscera, filling their place with 
odoriferous spices, rubbing the whole with natron, burying it for 
seventy days, wrapping it in lincn, covering it ull over with gum, 
and depositing it in the catacombs, in a wooden case. There 
were two shorter aud cheaper modes of cobaliaing for tbe poorer 
classes. They found bodies enveloped in silks and bandages of 
stained) linen. one thousand yards iu length, omamented with 
gilding and colored glaw, imitative of the finest geros. Mam- 
mies of the ibis, dog, ape, cat and crocodile, have been discov- 
ered, embalmed and adorned in the same way. 

Champollion, Letroune, Belzoni, Lepsius uud Gliddon, are dis- 
tinguished for their Egyptian researches. 

The art of etnbalming was alo practiced, to a certain degree, 
among the Jews, Greeks, Romans, and even among the carly 
Christians, for St. Augustine says that murnmiee were made in 
his time, toward the end of the fifth century. 

The present mode of embalming is much more simple. 
Modern mummies can be seon in the vaulta of certain churches 
in France, especially ot Strasburg, "Toulouse, ood Bordeaux. 
They are produced by peculiar conditions of soi] and atmosphere, 
which permit the drying of the animal tissues to be effected with 
such rapidity, that the corpse is proserved. 

Tbe body of Napoleon, now in the Hotel dæ Jnvalides, waa 
in good preservation when brought from St. Helena to Paris, 
M. Orme, a chemist and savant of Varia, haa lately distin- 
guished himself by a new method of cinbalining. 

Jucremation was frequent umg «rocks. This ceremony 
Was performed in dressing & pe of wood in u certain manner, 
placing the corpse on it, setting it on fire, and thea collecting 
and preserving the ashes of the deceased in au um. The Ro 
wan» alo practiced invremation ; but their belief that the souls 
of the unburicd were obliged to wauder for an hundred yeam on 
the banks of the Styx, before they coald cross it, aud enter. Ube 
infernal regions, made them prefer interment to barging. See 
verae $25, book 6, of the .Eneid. 

The practice of the Hindoo widows, who jump on the funeral 
pile of their husbands, is fatuiliar to alinost cverybody. The 
English government ordered au offiver to be present at every 
suttee, in order to see that the sacrifice was voluntary on the 
part of the widow, a4 it was often owing to the influence and 
persuasion of their relatives, At last tliis unpatural and barba- 
rout custom became ro prevalent, that Lord Bentinck abolished 
itin 1829, This singular mode of honoring the dead, is called 
andtee, frum the Sanscrit (sat, pure). 

As carly as three hundred and Gfty-thrve years. before Christ, 
we read of a striking example of Oricutal conjugal devotion, 
When Msusolns, king of Halicarnassus, died, bis queen, Arte- 
misin, thought ehe could uot honor him better than by taking 
his asbes in her beverage, She also erected to his memory the 
famous Mausoleum, which was counted one of the "^ Seven 
Wonders of the World.” Heute every sepalehral monument of 
importance has been called Mausoleum According to Pliny, it 
was one hundred and. eleven feet in circumference, and oue 
hundred wad forty foot high, sirronnded. hy thirty six. columns, 
awl adorned with magnificent wulpture. Poor Artemisia did 
not live to see this superb. structure completed | She so pined 
fur hee consort, that h» died within two yeu after laa death.
